RICHARD  TAYLOR,  bom  in  Yorkshire,  England,  Dec. 7, 1799,  became  interested 

in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  while  assisting  the 
Minister  at  East  Bridgeford Nottinghamshire  he  met  Mary 
Millington.  They  were  married  in  East  Bridgeford,  Dec. 12. 
1823.  They  lived  at  East  Bridgeford  for  a  time  later  re- 
moving to  Derbyshire  and  Sheffield,  Yorkshire.  While  in 
the  latter  place  he  acted  as  local  preacher  and  kept  a 
toll-gate.  In  1840  he  and  his  family  removed  to  Canada, 
living  a  short  time  at  Barriefield  and  later  going  to 
Hart ingt on, Ont .  .where  his  brother  Robert  was  living. 
The  journey  over  from  England  was  by  sailing  vessel  and 
lasted  for  sixteen  weeks.  Their  children, of  whom  there  we 
were  nine  ranging  from  fifteen  to  two  years  of  age, gave 
them  considerable  trouble  on  such  a  lengthy  voyage.  Food 
ran  low  and  the  boat  was  vermin- infested  so  badly  that  tie 
the  clothes  had  to  be  trailed  in  the  water  after  the  boat* 
At  Quebec  the  father  went  ashore  to  get  provisions  and 
was  left  behind  and  was  unable  reach  the  boat  until  it  fed. 
had  reached  Montreal. 

At  Hartington  he  purchased,  as  is  shown  by  the  record  inn 
the  Registry  Off  ice,  Kingston,  Oct. 31, 1840  from  Samuel  E. 
Lockwood  and  wife,  deed  registered  June  26,1841,  the 
South  half  of  the  East  half  for  60  pounds  fifteen  shilling 
When  this  was  done    he  had  just  sufficient  money  to  buy 
a  cow  and  cow-bell.  Here  he  ran  the  farm  and  acted  as 
itinerant  preacher  travelling  horseback  to  the  various 
Methodist  settlements  of  Front enac  and  Lennox  and  Adding- 
ton.
